Farsmoon is swift of foot, but in the long run
Truth i sure to overtake her. During the
late campaign one of the most persistently
avowed and widely cironlated lies of the
Democracy was the assertion that, under the
Roconstrnction acts, the larger portion of the
white ocitizens of the Rebel ocommuni-
ties are disfranchised. Negro domination,
negro supremacy, white disfranchisement,
and white degradation were the ories
which were used to frighten and mis-
lead the people. We have frequently
takon ooossion to show that, from the very
forms of the Reconstruotion law, only a very
small perosntage of the voters in any commu-
nity could be preclunded from voting ; and a
fow days ago we demonstrated the truth that,
at the late election in Virginis, a larger propor-
pion of her citizens deposited their ballota
than had ever before done 8o in the histery of
that Btate. Now the fact comes out,
upon the authority of official returns
at  General HSohofleld's headquarters,
that tha total number of disfranchised wvoters
in Virginia is only five thousand five hundred!
Z'his ia the “lame and impotent conclusion™
to which all these charges of wholesals dis-
franchisement at last come, Their utter
falsity is fully demonstrated. But they served
their intended porpose of distracting and con-
fusing the public mind, and doubtless of tem-
porarily alienating many well-meaning voters
from the Republican party. The truth is

that under the Reconstruotion law only the |

Rebel leaders, the men who were prominsnt
in the work of bresking up the Union, are

disfranchised. The law, instead of being harsh |

in ‘this respect, is remarkably mild. [Unless
evary Rebel is to be restored to full oitizenship,
it iz diffioult to ses what rule of axclusion
could be more just than that which applies
only to those men who, in joining the Rebel-
lion, did so at the expense of violating the
golemn oaths which they hadtaken to support
gnd defend the Constitution of the United
tatos.

Wendell Phillips on the Sitnation.
Wewostn Paiurs addressed a large audience
at Horticultural Hall last evening, in & power-
ful speech of two houra' daration. A verbatim
report of the same will be found in our
columns to-day. As a philosophical exposition
of the conflict of ideas in our country, and as
an impassioned and moving appeal for such a
seetloment of the grest struggle as shall give
us lasting peace and concord between all sec-
tions, this speech atands prominent even
among the productions of its distinguished
author. While few will agree to all that is
enunoiated in it, yet its general tone and argun-
ment are such as must command the convio-
tion of the great mass of intelligent thinkers
of all parties. If the principles of our repub-
lican institntions are worth anything, they
must be the true principles for the settlement
of onr present difficulties. A settlement on
any other basis will prove to be but a hollow
truce, and in the end will but pave the way
for repeated convulsions and fresh disasters.
One such terrible contest as we have already
passed through for the realization and vindi-
oation of onr distinotive ideas of government
ought to be enough. To invoke another is

madness.

Mr. Phillips’ criticlsma npon the position of
General Grant have great foree, and will con-
tinue to have until, by some anthoritative
expression of his views, he openly identifies
himself with the Republican canse, if he shall
ever geo (It to do ro.

Tae welcome intelligence comes from Minne-
sota that we have elected the Republican can-
didate for Governor by a majority considerably
larger than that of two years ago, and that
the amendment of the Biate Constitution
securing impartial manhood suffrage has in all
probubility been adopted.

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Pennsylvania Finanoes.

The Siate Beanta of Penmaylvanis, April 1,
1864, on motien of the Hon. George Cennell,
proceeded 1o comsider a bIll propared and re-
ported by him, as Cbairman of the Committes
on Pinance, cabitled Ao Act relating Lo the
payment of interest on the publie debt.”

The bill, omitting the preamble, read as ol
Jows, and wis 5o passed by the Legislature:—

Be il enaclad, ete,, That 5o much of an sot approved
the twellth day of June, A, D.ose thousand elght
hundred and forty, as requires the Intersat on the
public detd af this Commonwealth te be patd in specie,
or 1t equivalent, be and Lthe same 18 horeby repsnled,
Aand thal the sald interest nhall be pald by the Binte
Frensurer, na the same shall hereaftar fall due, in
Huoh pnotes as hnve besn or shall be declared by any
Iaw of the United Stntes of Amerios, to be lawial
money abd a legal-tender ln&lnvnmnt of debts, publie
or private, within the Uniled Statos,

In support of this measure that Senntor de-
livered, on Lhe oceasion of ita passing the
Senate, one of the ablest and most foreible
arguments ever made before thal body. From
the moment of its Introduction the bill kad met,
from the opposition side of the Senate, the
most violent contest. Mon like Clymer and
Walluce became ita bitterest opponents; and this
great mensure of public good, which has
already, through the elogwence, ability, and
cpergy of Beoutor Connell, saved to the tax-
payera of the State the enormous sum of roun
MILLION FIVE HUNDRED 1HOUSAND DOLLARS, Was
fiercely contested by the above named Senators
trom Berks and Clearfield through every stage
of the proceeding, and by every means, honor-
able and dishonorable, known in parlinmentary
warfare., And when al last a vole came to be
taken on the fingl passage ot the bill, the entire
Demooratic portion of the SBenate, led by Cly-
mer anid Wallace, with one solltary exception,
voted solld against it

They only enunciated the Sharswood doc-
